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Clinic  Hours.— From  2 to  3 p.  m.,  daily  (Sundays  excepted),  at  which  time  the  Sur- 
geons are  in  attendance  for  the  examination  and  treatment  of  the  patients  presenting 
themselves. 

The  Clinics  are  open  to  all  regular  Practitioners  and  Students  of  Medicine  who  desire  to 
study  the  diseases  of  the  eye. 
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Surgeons’  F^epoi^t  poi^  1888. 


THE  Surgeons  of  the  Wills  Eye  Hospital  herewith  submit  their 
Annual  Report  for  the  year  1888.  The  Hospital  has  been 


ventilated  and  properly-appointed  Ward  for  Women,  thus  permit- 
ting the  abandonment  of  the  insufficiently-ventilated  apartments 
used  for  this  purpose  in  the  old  building.  There  are  now  ample 
accommodations  in  roomy  and  well-ventilated  wards  for  one 
hundred  patients. 

The  opening  and  equipping  of  a convenient  drug  store  to 
enable  the  Resident  Surgeon  to  put  up  the  medicines  used 
in  the  house,  has  worked  well  and  saved  money  for  the  Hospital. 
What  we  still  need  most  are  laundry  facilities  for  washing 
the  patients’  clothes,  hospital  clothing  for  those  who  are 
without  a change,  and  above  all,  increased  clinical  accommo- 
dations. The  rooms  now  used  for  the  dispensary  service  are 
entirely  inadequate  to  the  demands  made  upon  them  by  the 
greatly  increased  number  of  outdoor  patients.  These  patients  are 
uncomfortably  crowded  and  the  atmosphere  is  oppressive ; noise 
and  confusion  are  unavoidable,  and  the  Surgeons  are  retarded  in 
their  work.  New  clinical  rooms  are,  therefore,  urgently  needed, 
and  we  would  respectfully  suggest  to  the  Board  of  Managers,  that 


greatly  improved  during  the  past  year  by  the  erection  of  a well- 
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new  rooms  for  these  purposes  can  be  best  obtained  by  building  an 
extension  of  the  Hospital,  at  the  east  and  west  ends,  on  the  now 
unoccupied  ground  belonging  to  it.  A new  and  properly-con- 
structed laundry  and  drying-room,  and  the  erection  of  new  ele- 
vators for  distributing  food  are  crying  necessities  of  the  Hospital. 

During  the  past  year,  9,515  persons  applied  for  treatment,  the 
largest  number  yet  recorded  in  any  one  year,  and  more  than 
2,000  operations  were  performed.  Of  the  number  admitted  to 
the  Hospital,  nearly  one-half  came  from  beyond  the  limits 
of  Philadelphia,  and  we  would,  therefore,  once  more  urge  the 
justice  of  the  Hospital’s  claim  for  aid  from  the  State  at  large. 
Appended  is  a detailed  statement  of  the  work  of  the  Hospital 
during  the  past  year.
